Discharge of Lord Sayre. — Itwasannounced 
several weeks ago, that William Sayre. (known 
1 in Lexington as LoRn Sayre,) had been arrested 
on the charge of swindling and stealing. A 
late number of the N. O. Delta, from which 
paper the account of his arrest was taken, con- 
tains an account of his being honorably dis- 
charged by the Recorder. It will be recollected 
that Sayre was arrested upon a charge of steal- 
ing $1020 from a young German named RiMael 
Visaet. li appears, from the evidence in the 
case, that $sijj were found by Yismt himself, 
in the house occupied by Sayue. The police ac- 
companied Viuam to tlie residence of Sat&i, 
and after searching every nook and corner of the 
house, they hf: to search another hou-c in the 
neighborhood, learning Visakt alone in Sayri.'s 
room. The officers returned in about 15 min- 
ute., and the.], in their presence, Visas* walk- 
ed up to a tile of old rags in the middle of the 
Efoor, and picking up an old stocking rilled with 
lags, said: "Gentlemen, here is the money. — 
You sea / didn't put it thi n !" All the) officers 
affirmed that they had searched that place pre- 
viously, but saw nothing of the stocking. It 
was shown On the examination that Sayre had 
not visited Visaiit's room that night at all. nor 
could he have done so without being seen by the 
servants. 

Several citizens of New Orleans and Kentucky 
testified to the respectability of Sayre, and even 
Yisart himself acknowledged that Sayue had 
been introduced to him by a gentleman from 
Kentucky, whose respectability and standing 
were unquestionable, ami that he, iu turn, in- 
troduced him to a number of merchants in New 
Orleans. The secret of Visaiit's pe:s cu'.ion, is 
was partlv brought out on the examination, is 
as follows: The real name of Visas! is Rat-hall 
Yisart Bocarme. and he is a brother of the Count 
Bocarme, whosa family became notorious in Bel- 
gium some years since. Coming to this country, 
the brother dropped the family name for reasons 
of policy. 

During the dinner the day before Sayue's ar- 
rest, (at which Yisaut became SO much intoxica- 
ted that it was with great difficulty he reached 
home,) this family affair was alluded to by 
Sayre, and Bocarme, or Yisart, was greatly an- 
noyed by it. It is said he wept when the sub- 
ject was alluded to, and at once taking a dislike 
to Sayue, it is supposed, determined to be re- 
venged. The Recorder, after hearing the evi- 
dence, discharged Mr. Sayre from custody.

Roman, was very active in procuring the 
release of the prisoners, and very kind to those 
that were sick and wounded in the battle by 
procuring them medical attendance, of which 
fhey stood in gn *1 need. 

Onr informant, Capt. I'eters, states that Maj. 
Roman haal reagnedthl consulship, and wasto 
sail about the 1st inst., on the Mexican brig 
Alert, for San i"i..nci -co. The Nadir has on 
board six of Boolbon'a soldiers, in a crippled 
state, some with the loss qf an arm, others with 
the loss of a leg, having been shot during flic 
battle. 

A Mexican fleet of war vessels, five in num- 
ber, had sailed for Acapulco to attack General 
Alvarez by land and blockade the port. 

The Mexican schooner-of-war Santa Anna, 
was capsized off the Island of Carman, about 30 

miles from La Pas. Hv officers and crew, con- 
sisting of SOnien, were drowned, with the ex- 
ception of one man who succeeded in leaching 
the shore on a plank. 

The Mexican brig Carmaletto had arrived 
from Guayaquill with a full cargo of dry goods.
